They 
far exceed excuse, and they pat on 
increase more than three times as great as 
the road has imposed. 

Thus while coal has declined North, con- 
sumers here are compelled to pay a much 
larger price than before. - 

We do not desire to do injastice to our 
dealers, but we simply state facts. We 
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We are asaured by parties who have 
been to Washington, that no subject has 
elicited more attention, or created stronger 
feeling, than the Georgia matter. The dar- 
ing violations of law perpetrated by Gov- 
ernor Bullock, and seemingly sanctioned 
by General Terry, are thoroughly known 
to, and condemned by, prominent and able 
members of the Repeblican, as well as the

There is a strong desire to bave the matter 
settled, and Republicans are perplexed to 
know what to do with these illegal acts.
